I^iPACT  TRENDS 


WASHINGTON  CROSSING  STATE  PARK  - 499  Acres:  memorializes  Revolutionary  War  Site 

where  General  George  Washington  crossed  the  ‘Delaware  River  on  Christmas  night, 
1776,  Buildings  and  points  of  historical  and  educational  interest,  together 
with  picnic  and  other  recreational  facilities.  Located  in  heart  of  Bucks 
County,  the  most  rapidly  growing  County  in  the  Commonwealth, 

ATTENDANCE  - 4,202,000,  an  increase  of  8 percent  over  previous  biennium.  Visitors 
from  50  states  and  120  foreign  countries. 

SCHOOL  TOURS  - Increased  to  110,625  students  in  2,008  tours  during  this  biennium  to 
this  educational  park.  Through  letters  dealing  with  the  available  social 
study  and  science  teachers’  resources,  the  Park  Commission  continues  to  advo- 
cate that  all  Pennsylvania  schools  participate  in  educational  tours  to  this 
Park,  Copy  of  typical  school  communication  attached, 

RECREATION  - Continues  at  a gratifying  rate  with  picnic  tables  and  the  five  pavilions 
often  filled  to  capacity.  Over  2 million  visits  to  the  Park  in  this  biennium 
were  made  primarily  for  recreation.  Included  were  trips  to  Bowman’s  Hill 
Tower,  hiking,  Scout  camping  and  Camporees  and  ice  skating  in  the  winter. 

Many  organizations  schedule  reunions  and  picnics  from  Spring  to  late  Autumn, 

lPEMORIAL  BUILDING  - Exact  copy  of  famed  painting,  ’J’ashington  Crossing  the  Delaware", 
is  on  display  in  the  auditorium.  Narration  and  music  accompanies  viewing  by  a 
half  a million  visitors,  including  over  50,000  students  from  nearly  1,000 
schools.  Historical  exhibit  in  Lobby,  The  Washington  Crossing  Library  of  the 
American  Revolution  is  located  here.  Its  material  provides  opportunity  for 
research  and  study, 

OLD  HERRY  INN  - Reported  82,000  visits  this  biennium.  Included  in  352  school  tours 
involving  over  18,000  students.  Primary  historic  attraction  in  area  of  Em- 
barkation was  scene  of  great  activity  during  Crossing  in  1776.  First  floor 
restored  and  furnished  with  antique  pieces.  Used  as  social  center.  Snack  bar. 

THOMPSON-NEELY  HOUSE  - "’’ouse  of  Decision”  where  vital  conferences  were  held  before 
the  Crossing  by  ’’ashington  and  his  staff,  including  General  Lord  Stirling, 
Lieutenant  James  Monroe  and  others.  Furnished  authentically  and  staffed  by 
hostesses  in  costume.  Attracted  80,000  visits  each  year.  Included  in  568 
educational  tours  with  25,400  students  to  this  historic  house, 

WILDFLOTJER  PRESERVE  HBADOUARTEPvS  - 117,000  visits  to  this  100  acre  tract  during  this 
biennium.  School  tours  increasing,  200  tours  and  14,000  students,  guided 
tours,  natural  history  lessons,  teacher’s  workshop,  plant  identification  and 
propagation  lessons  under  direction  of  Park  Botanist,  Seasonal  exhibits, 

Penn’s  Woods,  14  acre  tract,  devoted  to  native  memorial  trees.  Dedication 
ceremonies  yearly. 
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NATURE  EDUCATION  CBOTER-  Programs  were  discontinued  after  lay,  1959  when  the  director 
of  this  volunteer  organization  moved  to  the  Grand  Bahamas.  Visits  nov?  limited 
to  pre-arranged  nature  walks.  'lad  25,000  visits  this  biennium,

rU-E  T7ASIIIHGT0N  GROSSING  FOUl'TOATION  - Organized  in  1954  as  a non-profit  organization 
"to  aid  in  promoting  the  educational  and  inspirational  aspects  of  ^’ashihgton 
Crossing  State  Park,  and  in  preserving  its  rich  heritage  of  historical  land- 
marks", the  Foundation  has  accomplished  much  during  the  biennium  of  July  1, 
1968  and  June  30,  1970,  The  28-minute  sound-color  film,  "l^ashington  Crossing 
the  ITelaware"  continues  to  be  in  great  demand  to  schools  and  civic  organiza- 
tions, It  has  been  shox-zn  in  almost  all  states,  in  Viet  Nam  and  in  France. 

The  Albert  ’Iav;kes  Award  for  a Patriotic  Essay  has  brought  yearly  entries 
of  2,000  essays  from  students  in  200  schools  in  35  states, 

A new  Scholarship  Award  in  honor  of  Ann  ’.lawkes  'lutton  was  established  in 
1959  in  recognition  of  the  years  of  dedicated  service  given  to  educational  and 
historical  projects  on  the  national  level,  state-wide  and  at  ^lashington  Cross- 
ing .State  Park  by  L'rs,  Hutton,  through  a special  contribution  by  a Foundation 
Trustee, 

More  than  215,000  Leutze  Reproduction  Folders  have  been  distributed,  as  X7ell 
as  color  transparencies  of  the  painting  and  tapes  of  the  narration  to  schools 
requesting  them. 

In  addition  to  the  film,  scholarship  award,  essay  contest  and  other  edu- 
cational projects  in  the  Park,  the  Foundation  has  received  more  than  $96,000, 
bringing  the  total  contributions  to  the  Park  since  its  organization  to  more 
than  $1,000,000, 


CROSSING  P>.B3HACTMSHTo  - Conducted  on  Christmas  afternoon  each  year,  featuring  the 
only  knoxm  replica  of  a 40  foot  Durham  Boat  carrying  up  to  30  men  in  Conti- 
nental uniform,  including  members  of  the  Second  Pennsylvania  Regiment  of  the 
Continental  Line,  Appropriate  procession  and  ceremony  precedes  the  crossing. 
Upx^ards  of  8,000  spectators.  Reception  in  Old  Ferry  Inn  follows,  ”ide  news- 
paper, radio  and  television  news  coverage.  Documentary  film,  "Washington 
Crossing  the  Delaware",  shov/n  to  three  capacity  audiences  in  the  Memorial 
Building  after  the  Crossing, 

INTERESTING  E'/EITTS  - The  event  generating  the  longest  sustained  interest  x^7as  the 

painting  of  the  cop3^  of  Leutze ’s,  'JJashington  Crossing  the  Delax^7are",  in  the 
Memorial  Building  beginning  October,  1960  until  its  installation  in  Januarv, 
1970, 

The  Tenth  Anniversary  of  the  Memorial  Building  was  observed  on  September  19, 
1969.  Secretary  Maurice  Goddard  was  the  principal  speaker,  addressing  the 
audience  on  "The  Facets  of  Freedom",  A copy  of  the  program  is  attached, 

’^Washington’s  Birthday  was  marked  by  shox-7ings  of  the  documentary  film  in  the 
Memorial  Building  Auditorium,  Capacity  audience  totalling  over  6,000  had  the 
opportunity  to  view  this  highly  acclaimed  production.  The  Thompson-Nee ly 
■'louse  staff  served  ginger  bread  baked  in  the  hearth  to  over  4,000  visitors 
during  the  biennium  to  celebrate  ’Washington's  Birthday, 

Other  outstanding  events  were  State  and  Regional  planning  meetings  for  the 
Bicentennial  Celebration  - 1976;  the  visit  of  Lord  and  Lady  Howe,  Lord  'lowe 
is  a direct  decendant  of  British  General  William  ’’ox-je;  Freedoms  Foundation

Annual  Pilgrimages;  liemorial  services  at  the  Soldiers*  Graves  each  i'ay;  Paster 
Sunrise  Service  atop  Bowman’s  Hill;  a visitation  of  blind  scouts  from  the 
Cverbrook  School  for  the  Blind,  Scout  Saraporees  in  the  Valley  of  Concentration 
with  up  to  1,000  campers  are  increasin:^.  There  v/ere  numerous  other  planned 
events  for  all  ages, 

*.*ILDFL0!J3:i  PCP3PHV5  - Attendance  shovjed  a marked  UW7o  increase  over  the  previous 

biennium.  The  educational  pro'^rams  in  this  part  of  "’ashin^ton  Crossing  State 
Park  also  showed  a significant  improvement  in  usage  as  well  as  quality  of  pro- 
grams, Guided  tours  for  youth  and  adult  groups  increased  by  4000  to  13,800, 
Programs  for  the  exceptional  child  and  nursery  and  kindergarten  children  v^ere 
added.  The  Federated  Garden  Clubs  of  Pennsylvania  granted  an  award  of  merit  to 
the  Preserve  for  its  work  in  training  school  teachers, 

Tv;enty-five  institutions  received  assistance  by  correspondence  and  consulta- 
tion in  setting  up  their  own  preserves  and  programs.  Additionally,  119  sepa- 
rate work-training  programs  were  provided  for  girl  and  boy  scout  groups, 

PT.antints  v/ere  extended  by  installation  of  (9)  nine  special  habitat  areas,  a 
display  garden  at  Preserve  'leadquarters , the  '^n’'.ler  observation  area  just  out- 
side the  Headquarters  auditorium  and  by  refurbishing  the  sphagnum  bog. 
Physically  the  Preserve  was  improved  by  permanent  bank  revetment  on  the 
azalea  and  bluebell  trails  and  by  improvements  to  the  parking  lot  at  the  Pre- 
serve Headquarters,  The  Preserve  staff  has  nearly  completed  a reference 
library  and  herbarium. 

Highlight  of  this  period  was  celebration  of  the  35th  Anniversary  of  the  Pre- 
serve founding  vjith  a S3miposium,  "Conservation  in  Action",  The  main  speaker 
was  Honorable  iiaurice  Goddard,  Secretary,  ‘'apartment  of  ’^orests  and  ”aters. 
His  subject  V7as  "Positive  Uses  of  the  Past", 


HASHINGTOIT  CIXCSIHG  LIBPAHY  OF  riF  AIIEHICAInI  Hg/OLUTIOII  - The  Associates  have  added 
many  titles  to  the  Library,  These  have  been  especially  useful  in  the  work  of 
the  Library  and  are  of  interest  to  the  thousands  of  visitors  who  come  to  the 
Hemorial  Building,  The  collection  of  books  in  the  Library  is  now  larger  than 
at  anjr  time  in  its  history.  The  number  of  persons  using  the  library  facilities 
for  research  is  showing  a gratifying  increase.  The  Library  has  been  responsible 
for  important  exhibits  in  the  cases  in  the  Library  and  in  the  Foyer  of  the 
H'emorial  Building,  These  include  letters  by  Bmanuel  Leutze,  a textured  flag 
by  the  BAH  and  V700d  carvings  for  the  use  of  blind  visitors  and  a collection  of 
original  Bradshaw  etchings.  The  Associates  continue  to  direct  all  activities 
for  the  benefit  of  the  Park, 


FLAGS  - Bonated  again  this  biennium  by  the  Patriotic  Order  Sons  of  Aimerica  are  appre- 
ciated by  the  Park  Commission, 

PIAMTIMGS  - Near  Point  of  embarkation  were  added  to  this  biennium  by  the  Bucks 
County  Chapter , BAH, 


FURTHER  RESTORATION  - OLD  FEHHY  - This  project,  originally  in  capital  budget, 
with  a 2 year  completion  period,  was  transferred  to  the  1969-70  operational 
budget  as  a contracted  repair  item  to  be  completed  within  the  fiscal  year. 
After  delays  due  to  appropriation  and  architectural  design  problems,  there  was 
insufficient  time  to  award  a contract.  Preliminary  architectural  plans  were 
completed.  The  project  will  be  rescheduled  for  next  year. 
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Ngj  REST  rxai  - LgJ5?,  PAT/:  - :orapletecl  in  April,  1969  v/ith  the  financial  assistance 
of  the  I/ashington  Crossin"  ’foundation,  as  reported  in  the  last  bienniumo 

LIGHTNING  PROTECTICM  - Installation  completed  on  major  park  buildings  durin"  this 

biennium,  Thompson -Neely  Cam  destroyed  by  fire  caused  by  li"htnin"  near  the 
end  of  the  last  biennium  has  been  rebuilt  and  has  lightning  protection. 


SANITACY  SST^AGE  D 13 COG AL  - Project  has  been  held  up  pendin"  the  appropriation  of 
additional  funds  to  original  '!;80,000  by  a supplementary  project  in  1971-72, 

A location  for  the  disposal  plant  in  the  Lower  Park  was  selected.  Cost  for 
project  is  expected  to  be  nearly  $300,000  allowin"  for  escalation.  The  com- 
pletion of  this  system  will  correct  many  disposal  problems  in  the  Lov/er  Park 
which  are  becomin"  increasingly  acute, 

CULVEPT  - Cn  road  to  Soldiers’  Graves  was  destroyed  on  April  2,  1970  by  heavy  over- 
flov7  from  the  canal,  A temporary  repair  was  made  with  the  assistance  of  the 
Canal  organization.  This  will  not  be  adequate  if  high  water  occurs  again. 

The  Bureau  of  Engineering  made  a preliminary  survey  and  estimates  that  the 
cost  of  replacing  the  culvert  with  an  adequate  structure  will  be  $60,000,  A 
solution  to  this  problem  will  be  necessary  during  the  coming  biennial, 

’7ATEP  SUPPLY  - Project  recommendations  listed  in  the  last  biennium  have  not  been 

acted  on  because  of  budgeting  problems.  Chlorination  of  wells  is  being  done 
and  there  have  been  no  problems  relating  to  contamination.

The  vacancy  caused  by  Commissioner  Parke  il,  ’’etherill’s  death  in  July,  1963 
has  not  been  filled,  Ilany  improvements  were  planned  and  carried  out  in  ad- 
dition to  those  already  mentioned.

Re-enactment  of  the  crossing  on  Christmas  Day  afternoon  by  local  volunteer  groups. 

VALLEY  OF  CONCENTRATION  - West  of  Memorial  Building.  Assembly  point  for  the 
Continental  Army  before  the  march  on  Trenton.  Monument  and  memorial  flagstaff 
at  entrance  to  area. 

OLD  FERRY  INN  - Route  532  and  the  river.  Restored  site  of  McKonkey's  Ferry. 
Authentic  furnishings,  souvenirs*  and  light  refreshments*.  Daily  - 9:00-5:00. 

DURHAM  BOAT  - Between  Old  Ferry  Inn  and  Memor iai  Building.  Replica  of  the  boats 
used  in  the  Crossing  of  the  Delaware.

THOMPSON-NEELY  HOUSE  - "House  of  Decision."  Route  32,  three  miles  south  of 
New  Hope.  Original  colonial  dwelling  built  In  1702  by  John  Pidcock,  with  two 
later  additions.  Restored  and  authentically  furnished.  Costumed  guides  and 
atmosphere  of  a colonial  home.  A meeting  place  for  the  Continental  Army  in 
planning  the  attack  on  Trenton.  Souvenirs*.  Weekdays  - 10:00-5:00.  Sundays 
1:00-5:00. 

SOLDIERS'  GRAVES  - West  bank  of  Delaware  River  near  the  Thompson-Nee  I y House. 
Memorial  esplanade  at  the  grave  site  marking  some  of  America's  first  unknown 
soldi ers. 

BOWMAN ' s H i L L TOWER  - Above  Pidcock  Creek  near  Thompson-Nee  I y House.  Outlook 
commemorates  sentry  towers  used  by  the  Revolutionary  Army.  Commanding  view  of 
the  Delaware  Valley.  Daily  - 8:00-Sunset.  Closed  during  bad  weather. 

BOWAAAN'S  HILL  STATE  WILDFLOWER  PRESERVE  - North  of  Bowman's  Hill  Tower. 

By  reservat i on : Natural  History  lessons,  K-12,  related  to  current  classwork; 
Teacher's  workshops  and  In-Service  Institutes  in  Outdoor  Education;  Plant 
Identification  and  Plant  Propagation  classes;  Guided  tours. 

Without  reservations:  Adult  lectures;  Adult  Nature  Hikes;  Children's  Nature 
Walks  and  Talks.  Trails,  exhibits.  Daily  - 9:00-5:00.

The  building  of  modified  colonial  architecture,  was  designed  in  the 
form  of  a Keystone,  thus  honoring  Pennsylvania  as  the  Keystone  State. 

The  Memorial  is  approximately  101  feet  wide  by  92  feet  in  depth.  It 
is  built  of  native  Pennsylvania  fieldstone  similar  in  color  and  character 
to  that  used  in  the  historic  Old  Ferry'  Inn  nearby. 

The  auditorium  has  a seating  capacity  of  38.3.  Its  stage  occupies  the 
base  of  the  “Keystone”.  Here  is  exhilrited  America’s  favorite  historical 
painting,  “Washington  Crossing  the  Delaware”  by  Emanuel  Leutze  on  loan 
from  The  IMetropolitan  Museum  of  Art. 

The  east  room  of  the  building  houses  the  Washington  Crossing 
Library  of  the  American  Revolution,  containing  rare  volumes,  original 
papers  and  letters.  The  foyer  is  devoted  to  displays  of  Americana  and 
souvenir  items  sold  by  the  Washington  Crossing  Foundation  for  the  benefit 
of  the  educational  programs  of  Washington  Crossing  State  Park. 

Around  the  perimeter  of  the  25  by  97  foot  Lagoon  are  spaced  four- 
teen flagpoles  and  flags  of  the  thirteen  original  states  and  the  Betsy  Ross 
flag.  The  flags  were  presented  by  the  Patriotic  Order,  Sons  of  America.
